Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-1 3, & 21 -27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1, 3- 
13, & 21-27 recite a climatic cabinet which comprises an outside buffer storage device 
with an outer transport device that is configured to transfer a specimen slide through the 
transfer opening via a transfer connection with the inner transport device. The prior art 
of record does not suggest nor disclose this limitation.
